Tuy importance of maintaining the coaling 
and naval stations of the Empire in an 
Lofficicht state is now more than ever’ a 
question that appeals to tho British 
public. Half the shipping of the 
world being dominated by the British 
flag and British industrial ° supremacy 
being generally acknowledged, it is 
necessary that these coaling stations 
and naval basos which are to be found on 
all the great tradé routes should by well 
fortified and supplied with armament of 
tho latest pattern. ‘hen may the British 
manufacturers rest assured that thoy will be 
able to retain thoir full share in the marketa 
of tho’ world, and tho condition of the 
population of Greater Britain become more 
prosperous. Tho Salisbury Administration, 
Tecognising the importance of the improve- 
ment of the military defences of these 
statiéns, has urranged for the carrying out 
of vory effective measures. At the mecting 
of the Legislative Council on Monday, the 
Colonial Secretary submitted a despatch 
from the Secretary of State respocting the 
Defence’ Works at Hongkong. In that 
docunent Mr Chainberlain states that since 
the construction of the defence works at 
Hongkong, it had been found necessary 
at all stations to provide a more efficient 
defence against torpedo craft, and it was 
now proposed to make the necessary changs 
ofarmament. The estimated cost of such 
armament, including guns, mountings, &e., 
\ is £28,500 ; and the total estimated cost of 
the necessary works in connection with the 
new armament is £8,230 ; this amount be- 
ing made up as follows :—Emplacomonts, 
&c., a¢ Stone-cutters, £1,900; Emplace- 
menta at Belcher's Paint, £4,000; Platforms, 


Magazines, &c,,"at Lyemun, £1,500; and |, 


Stonige for six Machine Guns for 
general defence, £830. Following the 
precedent in regard to the cost of 
existing ‘ works and armament, Her 
Majesty's Government propose that, the 
cost of the new armament shall be borne 
by the Imperial Government, and tho cost 


of the works by the Colonial. Government, 
which Mr Chamberlain trusts the Legisli- 
tive Council will agree is a fair and reason- 
ablo arrangement. The . possibility of 
utilising the existing works as much aa 
practicable will bo carefully considered 
and every endeavour will -be made ‘to 
keep down the cost of the works. Mr 
Chamberlain suggests thot tho expendi- 
ture. might be spread. over two years, 
about £4,000 being provided, before 31st 
March, 1898, and the remainder before the 
corresponding period in the following year. 
Various new services of the nature of 


barracks or for the completion of existing, 


defences will also have to be executed in 
the Colony, at an estimated cust of somo 
£11,600 ; but as these were not included 
in the Barrack Scheme already entered into 
with the Colonial Government, it ia not 
now proposed to make any claim upon the 
Colony in respect of these services. *

“ITINERARY OF AN INTERESTING 
TRIP UP THE SI-KIANG OR 
WEST RIVER. ~ 

(Contributed by Mr Chas. H, Pheanpson.) 
The moming we left—Tuesday, the 20th 
April—a Chinese friend called on us at.9 
a.m. (all business is finished for the day 
here by 10 a.m., 40 we were told) to wish 
ua good-byé, and courteously sent off to us 
a large supply: of partridges and pheasants 
{close seayon apparently not recognized), 
pigeons, eapons, potatoes, exes, tad duzen 
atout—s welcome addition to ogy larder, 
though we replenished this every day with 
our guns. Spenkirlg of pioncers, perlups 
Mr Wenyon will forygive.me for mentioning 
his-name, but he deserves sueccss, as 1 be- 


J lieve he speaks the different dideets; and 


travels round the North and West Rivers 
through the. villages, pushing businoss in 
a manner that is bound to have its reward 
not only fur himself but for al} foreign 
traders, But iteannot bo all beer and 
skittles-for him! Getting under weigh by 
noon, we stopped at the Customs hulks 
close by for a litte time to be examined — 
very much of # farce in our ease, but pro-, 
hably out of consideration for us which wo 
suitably acknowledged with a little ‘rye 
wine.’

One 
bright chubby-faced little fellow especially 
amused us by the way he called out his 
wares—oxactly like the newspaper boys in 
railway stations at home ; in fact wo were 
almout asking for the Jimea and Manchester 
Guardian, the sounds were so much alike. 

Whilst working our way down stream, 
we were rather interested in ‘a snake that 
was swimming quickly through the water, 
trying to intercept us in order to leave 
his card; he looked horribly disappointed 
when wo floated past without asking him

kindly given to meé by Dawson, We were 
accompanied by our interpreter, Mr Pang, 
who carried a Smith and Wessen revolver 
only, and four of our sailors with spears. 
Scouring a guide who wished to show 
us the tigers’ Inir, Wel.marched off to 
pay a visit lo King Stripes. After walk- 
ing ahout two miles along the foot of 
the hills, we came to another village, and 
just before reaching it began tu ascent 
the mountains where the beasts had located 
themselres. ‘The temperature was fairly 
high, and perhaps owing to 0 listle excite- 
ment, or the argument of the evening 
hefore, wo perspired pretty freely, and had 
to rest repeatedly to keep our uerves under 
contrul. After ascending the hill about 
halfway, fimé une and then the other in 
advance, our guide, who was entirely with- 
out other than natural means of defence, 
apparently putting faith-in us, led the 
way into the water-course along the track 
mado by the tigers in the bracken. Peer- 
ing curefully into every bush ua we Went, 
Dawson (the | Universal Provider,’ as we 
called him owing to his superior prowess 
with the gun) in advance with his massive 
“h0Q Express, we ascended the ruvine for 
gome distance, passing a place under a tree 
where the tiger had evidoutly rested, and 
then stopped under a hig rock, thinking 
that if the Lrutes sprang out, wo should 


in! Then he slowly made his way back 
to the shore, and possibly ‘took it ont of 
somebody” there! we 

Just before leaving Wa-Chau, we heard 
of an attack by pirates on some boats up 


river, and that 20 men had been killed— 
perhaps 60 per cent discount would not be 
too much to ask for this ‘Norrible tale.’ 
Tho chart of the rivor drawn by Lieut Bul- 
lock, &.N., in 1859, appenred to us to bo 
still available, though, ‘of course, we did 
not sound but merely followed the windings 
of the river with a compass and watched 
big junks in mid-stream. The formation 
of tho river cannot, of course, very easily 
be altered, bound in as it is-by iountains 
all the way. The tiver was nut, however, 
at its lowest depth when we went up, but 
one. vould quite imagine tho change in 
strong floods! Several new likin stations 
and villages have sprung upsinee the ahave 
chart was made. 

The telegraph line runs alung close to the 
river up  Wu-chau and beyond, propped 
up by decrepit posts, and inessages can be 
sent in English characters, but Ching 
characters are coded up to 9999 figures, yhd 
this js a cheaper method of wiring. The 
tariff from “Wu-chau to Hongkong is 12 
cents.per charucter, Shou-king to Hong- 
kong und Sam-shui to Hongkong being 
10 cents, all plus 10 per cent. for Chinese 
characters—English words being double 
the cust. 


Continuing our lonieward journéy, we 


did not get down the rivervas rapidly as wa 
expected, owing. to’ head winds and the 
absence of floods. We got much better 
shooting on the way home—spring snipe 
being plentiful, but one had to bo very 
carcful shooting in the mulberry fields, as 
the head of a leaf-picker was often_snd- 
denly popped up in the line of fire. Blow- 
ever, wa never hed a casualty, and the 
birds, if missed, soon dropped into cover 
again, Whilst at anchor one day, a launch 
towing ‘a small houseboat passed us, 
and we of4course presumed it was 
Sir Clande MacDonald who was expect- 
ed, and dipped our flag accordingly, 
though we learnt afterwards it was the 
intended Customs Commissioner for Wa- 
Chau going up to inspect his new domain. 
One day we landed on a small island or 
penineula on which was a most picturesque 
village, situated in a dense bamboo planta- 
tion, The guard boat stationed here sont 
a couple of suldiers to protect us, but it 
proved to be only against a mob of children 
who followed us with groat curiosity. 
Another man here swam out fora pigeon 


T hud shot, and which had dropped into the 
river. Crossing over to the mainland, wo 
ordered the boats to go slowly down 
stream, and keep us in viow, but after 
walking some miles in a terribly hot 
sun, when we.went’to the bank to 
xo abourd the Ho-Tow, we saw it, to 
our annoyance, sevoral miles-away, and 
working its away home. We hurried 
on mile after mite cursing them by all their 
gods, firing off our guns to attract their 
attontion, and swearing at tho fishermen 
who all refused to take.us down to our 


housc-boat. We got quite exhausted with 
the heat and heavy walking, and when‘at 
last we did attract the attention of the 
stnsller boat, and got on bvard we simply 
Tay back ond gasped, and the language 
launched at the boatmen and boys was 
simply blood-curdiing.-- We hed a pre- 
historic tiffin ‘party after this episode, and 
champagne went down like water.” 

Late in the afternoon we had a splendid 
bathe from tho boat whilst floating through 
the gorge called Sam-Yeung-Hop, and I 
afterwards gota vory fair photograph of a 
beautiful sunset, the ‘eun coming out mgst 
distinctly and. radiated when the photo 
is looked at with s powerful counting-house 
glass. “We anchored for the night.” =" - 

Thursday, 22nd April—at a small villago 
called Seu-Seung in the shove gorge, near

all were, or perhaps our courage began to 
ooze a little, for it is not a pleasant death 
to be carried off by a tiger and worried, 
but anyhow, while we were talking, we 
saw a dozen natives coming up the hillside 
three of them women, armed with pitch- 
forks and spears, &c.,—carrying horns, 
gongs and conch shells. We said, “Where 
are you going, you lovely maids.’ | A- 
tiger hunting, Sirs,’ they stid! And they 
were going to try and recover the hody of 
the villager who had been carried aff, 
They did not want the tiger, they said. 
only the man’s bay! We therefore allow- 
ed them t» act a8 eaters, and ourselves 
Went over to the next spur—iushing a fine 
cuck pheasant on the way ~and sat down 
undcr cover waiting for Muster Stripes to 
come. over to ua. After about half-an-hour 
or so, We saw the natives returning down 
the hill, and, calling out to them, learnt 
that they had driven off two tiger (ono 
as big as a buffalo) from the rock 
ander which wo had stopped in the: water 
course, and that the tigers had bound- 
ed up the hillside.

EeGy SERIOUS HITCH. 

Tokyo. May 1.—The Spocial Commmittco 
appointed by the French Senate for the 
investigation of the new Treaty, recently 
signed between Japan and France, has been 
discussing « proposal to suspend tho ratifica- 
tion of the Treaty, on the ground that in 
faco of the agreement consenting to’ 
abolish Consular jurisdiction it is inequit- 
‘able for Japan to dony French subjects 
the right of owning” landed property. 
Now, however, Lhat the new Treaty is 
already signed, it is belioved here that it 
will be impossible for Franee to seek to re- 
sume negotiations on this point. Should 
the opposition in France to the Treaty be 
anecessful, and its.ratilication be suspended, 
the only course left te Japan will be te 
abandon the new Treaty, and it will become 
a diplomatic question whether the existing 
Treaty shall be maintained or Franco shall 
be declared a non-Treaty country. It is 
pelieved, however, that as the present 
Ministry in France has the support of « 
majority in tho Chamber of Deputies, the 
now Treaty .will eventually be approved 
even though it should be opposed. by tho 
Sonate, . 

[It would ho most improbable that the 
existing Treaty would bo maintained, an 
under tho most-favoured-nation clause its 
continuance would rendor ali the other now 
Treativs inoperative. In this connection it 
may be mentioned that Mr Sono, the 
Japaneso Minister to Paris, arrived it 
Kobe by the M.M. steamer Yarra on 
Suturday list, and at once left for Tokyo 
by rail.”

REGISTRATION OF CHINESE TRADE NARKS, 
Chamber of Commerce, 

Singapore, Srd April, 1897. 

Dear Sir,—The Committee have been 
called upon by tho Government to consider 
the policy of passing in this colony on 
Ordinance for the registration of Chinoso 
trade marks. : 

2,--The application to the Government 
comes from one or two of our leading 
Chineso importérs of Chinese goods, chiefly 
tea and silks, who allege that forgery of 
Chineys marks is common here -and is on 
the increase ; that in tho abschce of re- 
gistration there is great difficulty and ex. 
pence in proving the right to, and the 
piracy of, marks, and owing to the usual 


poverty of offenders seldom any chanco of 
recovering damages. . 

.—The Committee apprehend that the 
introduction of such an Ordinance would 
quickly necessitate general registration and. 
thus cause great. inconvenience -und e@ 
pense, with but little compensation, to our 
European importers, whoso © exporience 
hitherto has ied them to roly, with pre- 
ference, on the existing laws for the pro- 
tection of marks registered in England. 

. is stated in support of the above 
application that the registration of Chinese’ 
tride marks in your colony ‘gives protec- 
tion. and causes no annoyance and that 
forgeries are not s» common as here, the 
fact of registration enabling the Courts to 
punish forgery more severely,’

you to be so good es’ to favour them with 
any information on the following points :—

Foreign firms and patentees, and to a 

moderite extent by Chinese, The latter 
have chiafly resorted to it for tho purpose 
of protecting chops of tea, preserves, Ke, 

4.—With roference to the coxt of ad- 
ministration, this has been purcly nominal 
in this colony, the work being cflected in 
the Colony Secretary's Office without the 
provision..of extra ussistance, The chief 
source of oxpehso'is the necessity for em- 
ploying ‘legul assistance and advertising the 
trade mark, 

5.—I cannot learn that rogistation locally 
has in any way interfered with registrativt: 
of goods at homo’ or with the importers, 
Home registration must certainly have 
priority over local registration, but the 
latter is regarded not only as contirmatury 
but as affording protection to trade marks. 
A further advantage that may, be claimed for, 
Tocal régistration is that in cases of dispute 
it would be considered prima fucie evidence 
of ownership. In one or two instances 
application for registration here hive Leen 
refused on the ground that the trado mark 
sought to. be protected was a colourable 
imitation of ane already registercd.

BEVIEW AT WODBUNG, 
Shanghai, May 3. 

There was a large nuthber of people pre- 
sent at the Woosung: Forts to witness the 
review of the German-drillod troops on 
Saturday. A largo party, including neorly 
all the Consuls, or their representatives, 
and officers from the men-of-war in port, left 
the Ewo jetty ab 11.80, the oflicers of the 
Volunteers following in the MWhangpoo 
shortly afterwards. A further large party 
wont down in the chartered tug Bunie, 
leaving the Bund at about 12.30. On 
arriving at Woosung the invited guasta 
were conducted to the centre yamén inside 
the Forts, where a very good tiffin had 
beon provided. After this had becn done 
justice to, an adjournment was made to the 
parade ground to witness the evolutions 
of the troops, The movements-wora almost 
identical with those doscribed in our account 
of the reviow of the asme troops by 
H.E. Governor Chao, ‘a — fortnight 
ago, but it appeared that tho’ degree 
of excellence manifested: on that oc. 
casion was hardly reached on Satutday. 
Tho march past was goed and the manual 
and firing exercises by the infantry were 
excellent, but the. volley firing war decided- 
ly ragged. The artillery drill was very 
good and was .warmly commended by the 
officers of our Volunteer artillery. "The 
cavalry movements were well executed and 
greatly approved by the representatives of 
our local mounted volunteers, buta sham 
attack by the infantry on one of the camps 
was not quite ev successful,’ ; . 

At the conclusion of the parade ground 
work tho visitors wore invited to see tho 
target practice of the field artillery, on -the 
assurance that the practice ground was only 


one of the German perauasion, equal to 
about four English, and long’ before the 
end most of the. visitora had dropped 
off, but the greater part of: the Con. 
sulax Body, together with. three of te

to tho number of about thirty, were left to 
find their way back to Shanghni as beat 
they might, the only apparent course boing 
to endeavour.to stop the Canadian Pacific 
tender, with the prospect of waiting until 
about 9 o'clock for her to pass. 

By the kindnessof Countand Countess von 
Nayhauss many of the belated ones wero sup- 
plied with refreshments, and arrangements 
were finolly mado for chartering the Fokein, 
which had been standing by the wreck of 
the Birkhall, to convey them up to’ Shang- 
hai, where they all arrived at about half.
